Driver  Reaction  Time  Checked 
By  Reactometer  at  Carnival 


takes  to  shift  his  foot  from  the 
accelerator  to  the  brake  pedal 
whenever  the  light  changes  to 
red.  Both  accelerator  and 
brake  pedal  are  attached  to 
the  device  in  simulated  normal 
driving  position. 

Each  "driver”  tested  gets  a 
score  card  showing  his  reac- 
tion time  and  the  number  of 
• feet  his  “car”  would  have  tra- 
: veled  before  the  brake  was  ap- 
; plied  at  speeds  from  20  to  80 
■ j miles  per  hour.  Comparative 
^ distances  fot  reaction  times 
from  one  second  to  one-eighth 
of  a second  are  also  shown. 

The  score  card  reveals  that 
at  five-eighths  of  a second  — 
the  average  reaction  time  re- 
corded on  the  Aetna  Reacto- 
meter — an  auto  going  20 
miles  an  hour  will  travel  18 
feet  before  the  driver  begins  to 
apply  the  brake  At  60  miles  an 
hour,  the  distance  jumps  to  55 
feet.
